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Report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  3  1st,  1936. 


In  presenting  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Report,  the 
Committee  would  first  like  to  mention  the  loss  sustained  by 
the  death  of  l)r.  J.  M.  Nicholls. 

Dr.  Nicholls  was  closely  associated  with  the  founding  of 
the  Hospital,  his  advice  and  kindly  and  willing  help  from 
that  time  to  the  date  of  his  death  has  been  much  appreciated 
bj^  all  connected  with  the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  99  Patients  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Hospital,  4  remained  over  from  the  previous  year,  making  a 
total  of  103  for  the  12  months,  as  against  92  in  1935.  Of 
these  52  were  women,  31  were  men,  20  were  children. 
54  were  surgical  cases,  39  medical,  and  10  dental.  53 
operations  were  performed. 

Of  the  103  Patients,  18  were  Private,  28  were  Free,  27 
were  Members  of  the  Hospital  Saving  Association,  and  the 
remainmg  30  paid  from  5s.  to  30s.  per  week  according 
to  their  means. 

15  of  these  cases  were  the  result  of  road  accidents. 

In  addition  to  the  above  number  of  Patients,  there  were 
70  treatments  with  the  Ultra  Violet  Ray  Lamp  and  110  Out 
Patient  attendances,  including  15  minor  operations. 

There  were  5  deaths  during  the  year. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  theatre  by  the 
addition  of  a  new  operating  table  and  a  “  Boyles  ” 
Anaesthetic  Apparatus,  the  costs  of  which  has  been  met  with 
out  of  revenue. 

The  Committee  regret  that  Dr.  Rice  has  had  to  resign 
from  the  Medical  Staff,  and  would  like  to  thank  him  for  all 
his  work  at  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  again  wish  to  thank  all  Subscribers, 
Donors,  and  kind  friends  who  have  sent  gifts  of  Provisions, 
Flowers,  Fruit,  Periodicals,  etc.,  etc. 

They  also  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Medical  Staff  for  the  services,  and  the  Matron  and  Staff  at 
the  Hospital  for  all  the  work  they  have  done  during  the  year.
